U. 8. R. M., who died at Hudson, N. Y., May 9, 
served during the Warin the U.S. Navy, and was 


honorably discharged Nov. 30, 1866, being then an 
acting second assistant engimeer. During his 23 


years’ service in the Revenue Marine he bad served 
on several cutters, and was attached to the revenue 
steamer Dexter at the time the 8. S. City of Colum- 
bus was wrecked on the Devil's Bridge, Vineyard 
Sound, Jan. 19, 1884, when over 100 lives were lost, 
and the Dexter rendered good assistance. He, with 
the other officers of the Dezrter, received the thanks 
ofthe Treasury Department for their bravery at 
that time in saving life. He was waiting orders at 
the time of his death, having recently been detached 
from the cutter Washington, stationed at New 
York. He was a brother of lat Lieut. C. M. Rocke- 
feller, 9th inf., U. 3. A., and leaves a widow and sev- 
eral children. 


REAR ADMIRAL EDWARD DONALDSON, U. 8. Navy, 
retired, who died May 15, at his home in Baltimore, 
entered the Navy from Maryland July 21, 1835, and 
served efficiently and actively, attaining the rank 
of lieutenant Oct. 23, 1847. ‘Soon after the breaking 
out of the war he was assigned to the command of 
the steam gunboat Scioto, West Gulf Squadron, and 
was at the bombardment, etc., of Forts Jackson and 
St. Philip and the capture of New Orleans. He 
was commissioned commander July 16, 1862, and in 
1862 was executive of the Keystone State on its trip 
to the West Indies in search of the Sumter. He 
commanded the steam sloop Seminole at the battle 
of Mobile Bay. He was promoted captain July 25, 
1866; commodore Sept. 28, 1871; rear admiral Sept. 
21, 1876, and retired Sept. 29, 1876, after a highly 
meritorious service on the active list of forty-one 
years. 


LIEUTENANT Henry W. SCHAEFER, U. S. N., died 
at the Naval Hospital at Brooklyn, N. Y., May 11. 
He was appointed from Illinois in 1866 and attained 
the grade of lieutenant Oct. 27, 1879. His remains 
were taken to Chicago for interment. The remains 
were interred, May 13,in the Naval Cemetery at 
Annapolis. Chaplain E. K. Rawson, of the Naval 
Academy, officiated. The arrangements were in 
charge of Lieut.-Comdr. Tilley, Lieut. Potter acting 
as executive officer. The marine guard, under Capt. 
Young, and a detachment of sailors attended the 
funeral, the procession being preceded by the Naval 
Academy band. The pall-bearers, selected as far as 
possible from among the classmates of the deceased, 
were Lieuts. McCrackin, Cresap, Doyle, Colohan, 
Howard and Harber, of the Naval Academy. 

News reached Washington this week that Brevet 
Major Joseph Rendlebrock, Captain, U.S. Army, 
retired, who has been abroad for some time, died in 
March last at Godesberg, near Bonn, Germany. 
Major Rendlebrock was born in Prussia, came to this 
country and enlisted May 22, 1851, in the Mounted 
Rifles, afterwards serviug in the lst Cavalry. Ono 
Nov. 29, 1862, he was appointed 2d lieutenant, 4th 
U. 5. Cavalry ; promoted Ist lieutenant, Dec. 15, 
1863, and captain, Aug. 13, 1867. During the War he 
rendered efficient service, receiving the brevets of 
1st lieutenant, captain and major for gallantry at 
Franklin and McMinnsville, Tenn., and Selma, Ala. 
He was retired from active service July 23, 1879, by 
reason of disability incurred in the liue of duty. 

ACTING ASssIsTANT SURGEON Wa. C. BARBOUR, 
U. 8. Army, who died May 10, at Fort Reno, where 
he had been taken temporarily from the field for 
treatment, was attached for some time to the post 
of Fort Sill, where he was held in high esteem, A 
correspondent writes; “ He was kindly and efficient 
in the performance ot his duties and beloved by all.” 


Frepk. W. WHITTAKER, whose death occurred at 
his home in Mt. Vernon, N. Y., under somewhat 
mysterious circumstances on the 13th of May, was a 

entleman well known to many readers of the 

OURNAL, with which he was for a time connected 
as the editor of our Department of State Troops. 
He also wrote for the JourNaL a series of valuable 
articles on the cavalry over the signature of Vol- 
unteer Cavalryman, and was the author of a Life of 
Custer, and was active in bringing about the official 
inquiry into the circumstances of Custer’s death. 
He was at onetime associated with Mayne Reade in 
publishing a monthly magazine. During the past 
ten years be has devoted his pen to fictitious litera- 
ture. He was an Englishman by birth and served 
during the Civil War in the 6th N. Y. Cavalry. He 
was killed by a pistol shot as he was coming down 
stairs with bat and cane, as though starting for a 
walk, but whether the shut was accidental or not is 
uncertain. He was found lying —28 the foot of 
the stairs with the pistol in bis hand. He was a man 
of nervous temperament and somewhat suspicious 
dieposition, but no cause for suicide has been made 
apparent. He leaves a widow, oze stepson and 
three daughters.

THE LOG OF THE HARRIET LANE. 
WASHINGTON, May 10. 


_ A VERY unpleasant episode has just come to light 
in the pending Butler-Porter coatroversy. Gen. But- 
ler has claimed that Admiral Porter was a coward, 
and ran away at Fort Fisher,and Admiral Porter 
has retorted that Gen. Butler wasa lying drunkard, 
and never took New Orleans until three days after 
Farragut’s mat ines had been 1n the city. 

Yesterday Gen. Butler went to the Navy Depart- 
ment to hunt up the log book of the Harriet Lane. 
The Lane was Porter's ship, and her log book would 
of course have shown conclusively whether Admiral 
Porter ran away, as Butler says he did, or whether 
he didn’t. Mr. Butler is daily adducing more evid- 
ence that the Admiral did run,and Mr, Porter is 
daily adducing just as much evidence that he didn't. 
The Lane's log book being the official record of 
every movement of the boat on the eventful day, 
Gen. Butler obtained Secretary Tracy's permission 
to consult the log book and to make all the tran- 
scriptions he nevded. 

But when Gen. Butler began hunting amoag the 
files for the log, 1t was gone; somebody bad ab- 
stracted it. He reported the fact to Secretary 
Tracy, who immediately gave orders that a thor- 
ough search should be made. A number of clerks 
were immediately detailed. They included men who 
have been"in the department since the war, aud are 
familiar with every file and record in the library. 
An exhaustive, systematic bunt was begun. Every 
book and paper was examined, every old bundle of 
documents was overhauled, but all io vain. 

The log book, which will either destroy or vindi- 
cate the Admiral of our Navy, is gove. To-day the 
search was kept up, for the matter has now as- 
sumed a grave aspect. 

The private squabble between Messrs. Porter and 
Butler has, of course, no interest in the world for 
Mr. Tracy. But us Seoretary of the Navy, the ab- 
straction of an official document bearing on the 
most important events of the war is, on the con- 
trary,a matter of the greatest interest, aod he is 
determined that the 4 k shall be found, or the 
reason and the method of its disappearanve discov- 


Admiral Porter when asked about the matter saids 
“Looking for the log book of the Harriet Lane, are 
they? ell, [don’t know where they will find it 
uoless they hunt up Gen. Magruder, who, if he was 
fond of reading log books, may have taken that oue 
to the happy land with bim. You koow that the 
Harriet Poze was captured at Galveston barbor by 
the rebele under Gen. Magruder several months 
after I left her. The enemy were pot in the babit of 
sending log books or signal books of vessels which 
they captured back to our Navy Department to be 
put in the records. It is not surprising that they did 
not find it, but I wish they bad, it would havegiven 
evidence direct against Butier.”’

THE NIPSIC NEARLY LOST. 
Apia, Samoa, April 27. 


THE little town of Apia has bad the appearance of 
a cumping ground during the last few weeks. The 
great confusion, which was so apparent immediate] 
after the storm subsided ina few days. By the deat 
of Capt. Schoonmaker the command of the Van- 
dalia crew devolved upon Lieut. J. W. Carlin. He 
bas had but three watch officers to assist him, Lieuts. 
Culver and Heath and Ensign Gibbons. P. A. En- 
gineer Webster has been appointed acting pay- 
master to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Paymr. F. H. Arms. 

A considerable quantity of clothing and provi- 
sions was saved from the n during the first 
few days after the storm, and ail the machine guos 
on the spar deck were aleo taken ashore. vers 
were sent down to examine the bull of the flagship. 
One or two t holes have been found beiow the 
water line, however, which render it impossible to 
float the vessel. The removal of the guns, which oo- 
cupied four weeks, and which, with the carriages, 
weighed over a bundred tons, did not seem to 
lighten the Trenton in the least, and po effort was 
made to pump her out. It is the intention to re- 
move the Vandalia battery. The safes of the Tren- 
ton and Vandalia were recovered. 

When the Nipsic was hauled off a few days after 
the storm it was found that she bad been damaged 
considerably by pounding on the beach for 24 bours. 
Her engines and boilers bad been sprung aad she 
leaked alittle. Admiral Kimberly ordered tempo- 
rary repairs and mude a contract with the agent of 
the steamer Mawhera to convoy the Nt 

The rudder which had been made for the Nipsic 
was a large blade, which was dragged astern of the 
vessel and moved from side te side by means of 
tackle fastened to the two ends of the spar laid 
across the after part of the poop deck, extending 
out severai feet on each side of the ship. Tbe Nip- 
sic had not cleared the mouth of the barbor when a 
sharp squall came up, and under the heavy strain 
in trying to head ber to sea to five minutes, the port 
end of the spar broke away and the steering ap- 
paratus was rendered useless. 

The engines were stopped and the Nipsic was 
adrift without arudder. By prompt use of a few 
saila, the Nipsic swung a1 ound with her head toward 
the sea, when she steamed at full speed to a position 
two wiles off the reefs, and the Ma soon came 
out and towed the Nipsic ivto the barbor, where 
she again cametoanchor. it w a found useless to 
make avy further attempt to go to Auckland until 
another rudder could be made, so the 9ontract with 
the Mawhera was caucelled, and tbe latter vessel 
sailed for Auckland alone. Admiral Kimberly an- 
nounced the pext day that he would send the Nipsic 
to Auckland just as soon us another rudder could be

A PAYMASTER ROBBED. 


A perspatcH: from Arizona says: “Major J. W. 
Wham, Paymaster, U. 3. Arpy, with bis clerk, Mr. 
Gibbon, and an escort of eleven soldiers, were 00 
the way Saturday last from Willcox, Arizona, to 
pay the t at Fort Thomas, and when in a narrow 
gorge a few miles north of Cedar Springs they were 
attacked by a party of ambushed men. A constant 
fire was kept up for pearly half an hour, when eight 
of the escort were wounded, five dungerously. The 
robbers succeeded in securing $29,000 and escaped 
into the meuntains. Major Wham was univjured, 
and Mr. Gibbon’s clothing was only torn by shot. 
Troop G, 4th Cav., bas been sent out from Ft. Grant 
to watch the mountain passes, 80 that the bighway- 
men may not escape. The number of the latter is 
pot known, but it 1s believed to be seven or eygbt.” 

A further despatch 7": “The paymaster dis- 
bursed at Fort Bowie Thursday and Fort Grant 
Friday, which reduced bis treasury to $29,000. He 
left Fort Grant Saturday mormiog for Fort Thomas, 
where he expected to pay off during the afternoon.

J. A. M. asks: Is it improper and would it be 
considered as discourteous for an officer to appear in fatigue 
uniform and dress belt, at a military drill and danc2, as an 
onlooker? ANS —Full uniform would certainly be in better 
taste, and should be worn, though we should not consider 
the wearing of fatigue uniform discourteous. It would be 
like wearing a business suit to a dinner party. Fatigue uni- 
form anda dress belt should not go together; eitber full 
unitorm or undress should be worn.

O. M. B. asks: Some time ago I read in your 
paper that, after parade waa over, companies sbould not be 

uired to march in review. Was thisan official decision 
orpot? In what issue was it published? Ans.—The an- 
swer appeared in the papers of May 19 and June 9, 1888. 
There has been no decision on the subject, but the JouRNAL 
considers the practice as very clearly wrong, because dress 
parade isa ceremony fully and completely laid down, and 
the addition to it of a passage in review converts it into an 
undesirable hybrid. Moreover, dress parade 1s sup 
close the day, so far as ceremonies are concerned. During 
its progress retreat is sounded and the evening «un is fired, 
after which the honors incident to a review would be im- 
proper. The officers when parade is dismissed are not with 
their companies, and a battalion passing in review witbout 
commissioned officers would be an absurdity. There is, 
however, no reason why the commanding officer should not 
direct the manner in which the companies are to be 
marched from the parade ground,

Crrcuiar 4, H. Q. A., May 11, 1889. 


The following decisions, rulings, etc., bave been 
made during the month of April, 1889, and are pub- 
lished to the Army for the information of all 
concerned : 

POST SCHOOLS. 


The same rule applies to detail of officers as instructors in 
post schools as to all other military duty. Elemeotarv in- 
struction to individual enl men, orsquaisof men, is not 
given directly by commissioned officers, but by pnon-com- 
missioned officers or privates, under the supervision of com - 
missioned officers. When the —_ are so far advanced as 
to be taught in classes, especially by lectures in history, etc., 
the instruction may very appropriately be given directly by 
com nissioned officers, as they would instruct a platoon or 
company in the prescribed tactics of theirarm. The 
mentary instruction, especially in the mauguration of the 
present system, should be under the close supervision and 
direction of officers, who should zealously give all neces- 
sary assistance to the immediate instructors. Aad the com 
maoding officer should detail as many officers for this duty 
as be may deem necessary. Lieutenants of the line cannot 
make any valid objection to serving in this capacity under 
the superiutendency of the chaplain of the post or regi 
ment; for this duty is imposed primarily upon him by 
statute, and they are detailed to assist him under the pro- 
visions of the statute and of a regulation of the War De- 
ee Sec. War, Apr. 12, %0—1630 A. G. O.. 


EXTRA DUTY PAY TO SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

Oaly one school teacher at each post will be allowed extra 
duty pay on Saturdays and Sundavs for the care, etc., ofall 
the school property at the post.—{ Decision Sec. War, Apr. 16,

HOSPITAL FUND AND HOSPITAL COOKS. 

The establishment of a detachment fund distinct from 
the hospital fund is not contemplated by paragraphs 
and 552 of the Regulations (paragraphs 301 and 903, Regu- 
lations of 1889). Moneys accruing to the members of the 
Hospital Corps, whether from the post trading establish - 
ment, the canteen, or the post garden, constitute, together 
with the proceeds from the savings on any part of the ra- 
tion due either to the sick or the members of said co the 
hospital fund, which isto be expended for the benefit of 
both in such proportion as the post surgeon shall deem 
just. Rations may be drawn on the same return forthe two 
classes of men above mentioned, provided the principles 
enunciated in the decision of the Secretary of War of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1889, published in Circular No. 2, Adjutant-General’s 
Office, series of 1889, are observed; and it is within the dis- 
cretion of the t surgeon to determine to what extent if 
at all the messing of these classes shall be separate. The act 
of Cungress approved March 1, 1887, im ng among other 
duties that of cooking upou privates of the Hospital Corps, 
discontinues the extra-duty pay previously allowed to 
tailed hospital cooks; but in the spirit of General Orders 
No. 7, Adjutant-General’s Office, current series, the Sur- 
geon-General may authorize the payment to buspital couks 
of a gratuity out of the hospital fund, and it has been the 
custom to authorize such payment, upon the application of

filthy, low and degraded in the human race. I know 
not how others may feel in this matter, but to my- 
self and to every enlisted man at my station itseems 
as if the enlisted soldier had received undeservedly 
a slap upon one cheek. 1 forone am not sufficient 
of a Christian to turn the other.” 








A MILITARY critic who attended the recent Easter 
assembly in England of the Volunteer forces writes: 
“The work done was too pretentious, but upon the 
whole more sound, except when a brigade hap- 
pened to have at the head of it an ancient fossil of the 
Crimean era. The arrangements for ‘entraining’ 
and ‘detraining’ the men were wisely left in the 
hands of the volunteer officers and were in all cases 
well carried out. Some of the outpost work and all 
of the battalion drills were well done.”

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A REPUBLICAN ARMY. 


A RECENTLY published work on the Swiss Con- 
federation contains an interesting account of the 
military system of the Helvetian Republic, which 
shows how the ideas developed by our volunteers 
during war are wade of practical application in the 
peace organization of the Swiss Army. This Army, 
we are told, ‘is organized on the voluntary-com- 
pulsory system, to which the Swiss, of their own 
will, resigned themselves, in order to maintain the 
independence of theircountry.” ‘he ranks include 
ali classes, from the lawyer to the actizan, and from 
the man of pr perty to the laborer, and the qualifi- 
cations of each man in his civil capacity are util 
ized to the greatest extent. The civil engineer 
becomes a military engineer, a civil veterinary sur- 
geon is put into the cavalry or artillery, and a 
butcher ora baker drafted into the Commissary 
Department. Every Swiss is bound to perform 
military service, ecclesiastics and certain officials 
and Government workmen being exempted. Not 
every man available is taken, but every Swiss who 
does. not actually serve, whether be lives in Swit- 
zerland or not, has 10 pay an annual tax. Each 
recruit has to pass an examination in arithmetic, 
geography, and Swiss history. In 1885 only 0.8 
per cent. failed to pass. These few dunces are 
relegated to the recruits’ school, and ‘‘the odium 
attendant upon this is found to have a marked 
beneficial effect on the education of the peasantry.” 
The men are trained for forty-five days on enlist- 
ment and then only sixteen days every otber year. 
In the ratural cour-e of his rural life the average 
Swiss gets sufficient physical training, and rifle 
shooting has been made a national pastime. Can- 
tonal and Communal Shooting Societies are numer- 
ous, and the Tir Fédéral 1s liberally encouraged by 
the Government. ‘There is much of the ‘ Sports- 
man-Soldier’ about the Swiss marksman; his skill 
is by no means solely acquired durin drill hours 
or at the regimental butts. The system of rifle 
meetings is, moreover, utilized for purposes of 
musketry instraction; thus each Swiss soldier is 
compelled to fire thirty rounds annually; if be does 
not do this at a Cantoual Rifle Meeting he is com- 
pelled to attend a three days’ course under military 
supervision ” 

The Swiss soldier, we are told, keeps his arms and 
his entire kit in his own home, and takes much 
pride in maintaining them in good order; so much 
so, that if he has to return from inspection without 
his rifle, in consequence of its baving been found 
rusty, he is held to have incurred a very grave dis- 
grace, and ‘‘is certain to have to bear not only 
the taunts of his companions, but the jrers of all the 
Village lads.” Ten years’ service in the Elite is fol- 
lowed by twelve years more in tke Landwehr or 
first reserve, concluding with six years in the Land- 
sturm, or second reserve. The result of this system 
as applied to this nation, so exceptionally situated, 
is shown by this statement by a distinguished Brit- 
ish officer, who has had excellent opportunities for 
forming an opinion: 

‘* There is a thoroughly practical tone about the 
whole of the Swiss military arrangements. With 
little to catch the eye in the outward appearance of 
the Swiss troops, there is, nevertheless, to a sol- 
dier’s instinct that which is more to the point than 
the pomp and glitter of many other armies, viz., a 
quiet determivation to do their military service. 
, I several times felt as I watched them that 
they could be trusted in a crisis or in a moment of 
danger. A soldier’s instinct it is to know this, and 
I find it difficult to account for, but I have never 
known the instinct to fail.” 

Indeed, the Swiss wilitary organization is what 
ours might be made, and what it would be, were it 
not for the present system of divided authority, 
which makes impossible unicy of action among the 
States for the instruction of the militia. It is, in 
short, what our forefathers intended that our 
System should be, in the days when they di- 
rected every man to provide himself with a spon- 
toon—which, judging from one of our national 
habits, has been interpreted to mean spittoon. 





THE friends of General Swaim, among them Con- 
gressman Butterworth, of Ohio, have lately ap. 
pealed to the President to have the Court-martial 
Sentence in this mteresting case mitigated and the

officer restored to duty. Without intimating what 
action he might take, the President has promised to 
give the matter consideration in the near future. 
It is quite apparent to all that there is but one way 
to correct the anomaly existing in the office of the 
Judge Advocate General, and that is to restore 
General Swaim to duty. Whether the President 
will decide to take that course remains to be seen. 





THE issue of an Executive proclamation granting 
amnesty to all deserters from the Army since Oct. 
10, 1878, the date of General Grapt’s proclamation 
on the same subject, is to be one of the early acts 
of this Administration. The subject was first 
agitated by Senator Plumb, who has written a long 
letter to the President recommending that such 
action be taken. The whole subject is to be soon 
discussed at a Cabinet meeting, and as the President 
has already expressed his sympathy with the move- 
ment the promulgation of an amnesty proclamation 
may be considered certain. In the course of his 


letter to the President, Senator Plumb says: 


Since the last amnesty order to deserters, dated October 
10, 1873, 40,391 men of the enlisted service have deserted, and 
ot this number it is estimated that only 8,050 have returned 
to the Service by surrender and arrest. There are, there- 
2,000 deserters at large, only a small per cent. of 


fore, over 32, 
whom will ever be apprehended. A large portion of thuse 


who have deserted claim that they did not as_ private sol- 
diers receive proper treatment under the law. ‘The Articles 
of War under which the Army of the United States is gov- 
erned are not only antiquated, but they make no adequate 
provision for the control of the officer in bis dealings with 
the men under hiscommand. They were copied from the 
government of the British Army, and bave never been 
modified trom time to time as has been done in the case of 
the British Army. 


In enumeratinz the causes which the private sol- 
dier has for discontent the Senator states that 
he bas a meal only in the morning and the other 
just after midday, and notbing more during the en- 
tire day, so that he literally goes to bed hungry 
every day of his life. He knows that whether 
he is away a week or a year, or ary number of 
years, and whether he has served in the 
Army a number of years or was only a raw re- 
cruit will not affect his sentence, and the punish 
ment is so severe that it has in many cases contri- 
buted to the evil it was designed to eradicate. As 
many changes have been made in the government 
of military posts of late and the lot of the private 
soldier has been alleviated, this is the proper time 
to issue an order of amnesty. Senator Plumb 
further proposes to save deserters from humilia- 
tion and expense by permitting action to be taken 
upon written applications for pardon, accompanied 
by sufficient proof of identity. Privileges uf every 
kind are to be forfeited by the pardoned deserter, 
including pay, bounty and pension, and he is not 
to be allowed to re-enlist. 








In a matter so clear to all intelligent lawyers, it 
is surprising, to say the least, that the Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury should tarry so long in 
announcing bis decision in the Grant longevity case. 
There can be but one point for argument, viz.: Does 
the Statute ot Limitation, prescribed for the guid 
ance of the Court of Claims, referred to by the Su- 
preme Court in the Watson case, apply to claims 
before the accounting officers of the Treasury? The 
Auditor’s opinion that it does not has been read 
and discussed by many eminent legal minds and in 
every instance, as far as we have been able to 
ascertain, that construction has been approved as a 
matter of course. If the limitation is applicable to 
the accounting officers, then these officials have 
been grossly ignorant of their duties. Claims ag- 
gregating millions of dollars have been allowed by 
them without any question as to date of filiag. The 
bounty claims now being allowed are twenty-five 
and thirty years old and still there has never been 
any thought of applying the statute of limitation to 
any of them. The mere fact that it has often been 
suggested that Congress be valled upon to pass such 
an act would be sufficient evidence that no such 
authority now or has ever existed. Yet Comp- 
troller Butler says the Grant case ‘‘ presents many 
knotty questions requiring very mature delibera— 
tion,” which statement he vouchsafes with the 
additional information in answer to inquiries from 
officers and others interested, that he will announce 
his decision as soon ashe is ready. It is known 
that the Comptroller has bad his views put in writ- 
ing and on his desk before him for some days. Why 
he delays making them known is a mystery, and 
those familiar with his curious whims will not 
even vouch a prediction. 
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THE question is under discussion at the War De- 
partment as to which should have preference in the 
selec‘ions for promotions resulting from retirement: 
the 1st lieutenant senior by date of commission, or 
the one who is senior by length of service in the 
Army. Selections to fill the two vacancies on the 
limited retired list are awaiting the decision of this 
question. Should the rule of length of service pre - 
vail, Captain Gordon Winslow, 8th Infantry, and 
Captain Samuel McKeever, 2d Iofantry, would be 
the officers selected. Other considerations may, 
however, prevail. Assistant Surgeon Elbrey, who 
is reported for disability, is on the eve of promotion, 
and Major Henry Carroll, who has applied for re- 
tirement after thirty years’ service, would open the 
way for numerous promotions. The crippled con 
dition of the 2d Cavalry, because of the disability 
of Captains Norwood, Gregg and McAdams, has 
also been called to the attention of the Secretary 
of War, and General Schofield has, it 1s understood, 
recommended the retirement of Captain Gregg, of 
this regiment. 








THE daring robbery of Maj. J. W. Wham, Pay- 
master, U. 8. A., while travelling on duty in Ari- 
zona, an account of which we give in another col- 
umn, shows conclusively that Army paymasters sta- 
tioned in the far West have more difficulties and 
dangers to encounter than are generally supposed. 
The escort to Maj. Wham, composed of soldiers of 
the 10th U. S. Cav. (colored), seems to have behaved 
with commendable courage in the face of heavy 
odds and other disadvantages, and we are glad to re- 
fer to the fact. 





THE indications are that at least twenty of the 
forty-seven members of the West Point graduating 
clase will be compelled to accept commissions as 
additional second lieutenants upon graduation. 
The vacancies now actually existing are twenty-one 
in all—one. cavalry, six artillery, and fourteen in- 
fantry. There is one each in the cavalry and in- 
fantry and two in the artillery prospective between 
now and July 1, not allowing for the three vacan- 
cies existing on the limited retired list, two of 
which will no doubt be filled before the date men- 
tioned. 








WE have not thought it worth while to quote the 
newspaper accounts of the trial of the Charleston, 
at Santa Barbara, Cal., for they have all the ear- 
marks of reports manufactured in the office of the 
builders, or at least prepared in their interest. We 
hope that the Union Works are not foolish enough 
to imagine that the Navy Department will accept a 
trial of their new vessel by newspaper. [f the 
Charleston proves to be as successful in making 
speed as her builders are in securing favorable 
newspaper reports she will be a great vessel. 








MEMORIAL Day is approaching and the veterans 
of the War are universally preparing to fittingly in- 
dicate their affection and their duty towards dead 
comrades. 








Mr. SLEEMAN has published a new edition of his 
“ Torpedoes and Torpedo Warfare," which is practi- 
cally a new work. In an introductory chapter be 
remarks tbut the value of the submarine mine as a 
mode of defence, and of the separ torpedo for attack 
were so clearly demonstrated in the American Civil 
War, that it seems astonishing that neither of them 
have played any cocspicuous part io the naval wars 
that have taken place since that great struggle, 
which are those between Paraguay and Brazil (1864- 
68), Austria and Italy (1866), France and Germany 
(1870 71), Russia and Turkey (1877-78), Peru and Chili 
(1878 79), and France and China (1884). He speaks 
very highly of the Howell torpedo, its inferiority in 
speed, in his judgment, beiog more than balanced 
by its certainty of hitting. He adopts Ericsson's 
idea of the necessity of close quarters for torpedo 
buats, saying: “It is now possible to obtain a tor- 
pedo boat having a speed of from 25 to 28 kuots per 
hour, with a coal enduraoce represented by 5,000 
knots at 10 knots per bour, and yet she must be 
brought within 500 yards of a hostile ship to enable 
ber to d2liver her blow with avy chance of success," 





Tue Board on the revision of blank forms for use 
in the Army spent several days this week in consid- 
ering the modification of old and proposed new 
forms submitted by the various bureaus. They will 
not meet again until June 30, by which time the re- 
corder will have the report ready for siguature.

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Joux K. Miroaruu brought an action to recover 
three mnths’ ex*ra pay as Lieutenant, U.S. N., on 
duty at the naval rendezvous at Pailadelphbia during 
the Mexican war. The Court of Claims in deciding 
upon bis case, Judge Richardson delivering the 
opinion of the court, say: 

(Tbose acts bave received a full analysis and ex- 
position from this courtin the case of Emory, re- 
ported in 19 Court of Claims Reports, 254, and it 
is upnecessary to go over the whole subject again. 

In our opinion, taking the two acts together, the 
claimant is not entitled to recover the tbree months’ 
extra pay thereby allowed unless the facts show 
that he was engaged in the naval service of the 
United States in the war with Mexico, was em- 
ployed in tbe prosecution of said war, aud was iv 
actual service during the war. It is apparent that 
Congress intended by the second act, so far as it re~ 
lates tothe regular Navy, to restrict its bounty 
to those officers and men who were employed in 
sucb service as exposed them, either immediately 
or prospectively, to danger, risk, or hardship. in- 
cident alone to the Mexican war, by actual service 
therein, to the exclusion of those who while in the 
maval service and employed in their ordinary duties 
were not in any way subject to those incidents. 

The claimant, being a lieutenant in the regular 
Navy, was required to perform such naval service as 
should be imposed upon him by his superior officers. 
He could — have found any duty in the Navy 
more safe for keeping out of danger from actual 
service in the prosecution of the war than that of 
the undefined shore duty at the naval rendezvous at 
Philadelphia to which he was ordered, considerin 
that the war with Mexico was exclusively a war 0 
invasion of that country by the United States. The 
claimant is not entitled to recover, and his petition 
anust be dismissed. 








Tue San Francisco Report, referring to the recent 
equipment of Battery C, 1st U.s. Artillery, as a 
mountain battery, says: ‘“‘ The change is quite a sen- 
sible one. The mountain battery will be used, if at 
all, against Indians, who generally so place them- 
selves, in time of trouble, as to give the ambitious 
artillerist the least possible chance to distinguish 
‘bimself. There was a mountain battery—of mor- 
tars—in the Modoc war. It shelled Captain Jack's 
strongbold for several successive days and nights. 
Asked afterward what effect the bombardment had 
upon them, the Indians said it made their beads 
ache and made them sick, tbey could not sleep, and 
if it had kept up much longer would bave surrend- 
ered, to save themselves from further infliction of 
the noise. So the new mountain battery may sub- 
due Apaches by headache if not by the usual and 
amore sanguivary method.” 








From a post out West, Mav 10, 1889, a correspond- 
ent writes: “I will pot ask you to allow me to con- 
gratulate the JouRNAL, because of its enterprive in 
issuing a mammoth 40 page number, but will do so 
without permission.

He had ne work to do, and grew sleek and 
fat, the hiccough smoothed itself out of his voice, 
the plaster disappeared, the rheumatic limp fol- 
lowed tbe court plaster, and even the remaining eye 
regained a more steadfast look, albeit with a little 
twinkle of fun lurking in the corner as he thought 
thow Uncle Sam bad been done.” 





A pEaPATcH from Santa Barbara, Cal., May 16, 
apncunces that Chief Engineer R. L. Harris, who 
was on the Naval Examining Board to test the 
-oruiser Charleston, but who became ill on the voy- 
age from San Francisco, and was incapacitated for 
duty. died atthe hotel in Santa Barbara May 15. He 
was born in Virginja, and appointed 31 assistant 
engineer in the Navy in 1859. Served with the 
Home Squadron 1859-60. Promoted to 2d assistant 
epgineer 1» 1861. Served on steamer Seminole, 
S. A. S., 1861-3, and on the New Ironsides 1862 4, 
Promoted to Ist assistant engineer 1863, and to chief 
engiueer 1871. 








SECRETARY PROCTOR and the other members of bis 
party, with the exception of}Maj. Gen. Schofie!d, re 
turned to Washington, May 15, from their inspection 
tour. Gen. Schofield after leaving Chicago joined a 
party of friends for a »rief fishing excursion in 
Canada.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The tbree pneumatic dynamite guns for furnish- 
ing which bids are to be opened by the chiet of ord- 
nance of the Army on May 15, are to be delivered at 
Fort Winfield Scott, Cal. The guns are to be fur- 
nished complete, and wounted in place ready for 
military use. 


A trial of the Driggs Schroeder rapid-fire 6- 
pounder gun took place on Saturday last at the 
Naval Ordnance Proving Grounds, nesr Anpvapolis, 
under direction of Lieut..Comdr. James H. Dayton, 
U. 8. N., Lieutenant Driggs, the inven‘or, and the 
naval attaches of tLeGerman and Japanese lega- 
tions at Washington. The test was for rapid- 
ity of firing, non-beating qualities, security against 
prewatu~e explosions, and smoothness of macbin- 
ery. Tbe gun was fired 19 times in one minute, and 
60 times in 4 minutes and 20 seconds. Everything 
worked satisfactorily. 





The trial of the gun carmage of the Pneumatic 
Gup Carriage Company will take place at the Naval 
Ordnance Proving Ground, Annapolis, Md., next 
Wednesday afternoon. 





Nothing bas been done on the remaining 10 inch 
gun now at tbe Guo Foundry at Washington. It 
wus originally intended to complete four guns of 
this calibre for the double turreted monitor Mian- 
tonomoh, but on account of the action of Congress, 
which prevented any forgings from being purchas *d 
abroad, work on the remaining gun is practically at 
a standstill.

In these our representatives appear conspic- 
uously in the foreground, watching the parade with 
that close attention and critical aspect which char- 
acterizes the representatives of the JOURNAL on 
such occasions. As we have given place to criticisms 
upon their report, and are asked to publish others, 
it 1s only just that we should give them the benefit 
of tbeir statement in reply, in which they both 
upite and which is as follows: 


In commenting in detail upon almost every com- 
pany, battery, and troops, sometbing probably 
never before attempted with so large a body of 
troops as passed in review on April 30, it is scarcely 
possible that errors were not made, by mistaking 
one organization for another or in some other man- 
ner. At this date it would be a difficult matter to 
recall the circumstances connected with the pas- 
sage of mapy of the organizations, so as to assert 
our accuracy. Not so, however, with regard to 
Fuller’s Battery, if it passed in its regular order, 
witb the rest of the Vermont contingent, and as no 
statement to the contrary appears, we have no rea- 
son to think otherwise. We have no hesitancy in em- 
phatically asserting the correctuess of our decision. 

Fuller’s Battery was known to us, by reputation, 
as one of the best, if not the very best battery in 
the National Guard or Militiaservice. Wetherefore 
looked ror its appearance with that interest that 
enables us to clearly recall its passage. We ex- 
pected to see it in all its appointments, the equal if 
not the superior of any. Much to our surprise there- 
fore when the guns of the battery with the Ver- 
mont contingent came into view the brass was not 
cleau and polished but tarnished; and much more 
so than it would have become in the time interven- 
ing between 10 A. mM. and the hour of passage. 
When the guns passed far enough beyond for us to 
see, we were still more surprised to notice verdigris 
on the fave of the muzzle and in the mouth of the 
piece, ita gray green tinge denoting age. How 
many of the guns were in this condition at this date 
we can not say, but sufficient was noticed to fully 
impress it upon our mind. 

We have no doubt that the Secretary of War 
spoke highly of the batterv as it ; and itis 
possible that we would bave said it made as good a 
showing as avy battery in the column had we been 
making our comments in general and not in detail, 
upon the merits of each organization as it passed, 
and without regard to what might be the opinion of 
others or its previous record or reputation. We 
were well aware of the fact that very many, if not 
all, the National Guard batteries were horsed with 
teams hired for the occasion ; in consequence, rarely 
made comment thereon, except in cases where the 
horsing was especially suited or unsuited for the 
purpose: and made none with respect to the horsing 
of Fuller’s Battery. Whetber the horses are drilied 
er not, that they were held well in hand, thus show 
ing a knowledge of their duties on the part of the 
drivers, was evident from our comment on the 
alignment; the appearance of the men was also 
commended. That the guns are obsolete is no ex- 
cuse for their dirty condition. That they were so is 
quite as reprehensible as if they were the most 
modern of breech loaders. Nothing can excuse the 
soldier for not keeping the arm upon which he de- 
pends for fighting in a condition to make the most 
out of it. The condition of the guns was, therefore, 
a proper subject for criticism. It is stated that 
Capt. Fuller has put more money and time than 
aoy other officer in the National Guard. The gun- 
ners of the battery should, therefore, have shown 
better appreciation of Capt. Fuller’s generosity. 
One thing is certain, if an officer was detailed to 
superintend the work of cleaning the guns he 
shirked bis duty; andit shows one of two things, 
either Capt. Fuller did not know the condition of 
bis guns, or his ideas of what vonetitutesa battery in 
perfect order and ours d.ffer very materially. Our 
experience in keeping brass guns in condition has 
—* us that they are not clean until a good hard 
rub ying and buffing has removed every spot of 
tarnish. As to verdigris it should not be permitted 
to appear at all. 

The note book of the reporter mentioned above 
as an old artillerist says: ** Fuller Battery, ‘general 
Sppearance and passage excellent—the best in the 
ae, Guard. Guns dingy outside and green in- 


Among the letters we have received in regard to 
this matter is one from an officer of the Army whose 
indebtedness to the hospitable people ef Vt. prompts 
him to say a good word on behalf of the battery, in 
whose favor we have also had so much to say. Our 
coffespondent thinks it “ probable” that the repre= 
sentative of the Jovnnan “did not make that sliow- 
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ance which he should have made for the age and 
wear of carriages and harness.” Wedo not question 
the ability of our correspondent to work out a 
theory of probabilities, but our representatives are 
quite as competent to judge of tbe condition of 
guns, and have this advantage, that they actually 
saw the battery on the occasion in question; whereas 
our somewhat too adventurous critic says: “ As I 
did not see the parade | can give you no informa- 
tion as to the actual appearance of the battery that 
day.” Gen. Peek writes u.uch mora to the point 
when he says as be does in a telegram to us: 

I carefully looked over Fuller's Light Battery at 11.30, 
morning of April 30, in Church atreet, while Vermont troops 
were awaiting marching orders. Found men's clothing and 
equipments clean, horses well groomed, barness clean, car 
riages and appendages newly painted, yuos bright, battery 
serviceable.

A pleasant feature of the visit of the 5th Iof.,

One of the most useful documents issued with 
reference to the troops ——— ov May 30 was the 
roster of the New York State Troops, compiled by 
Colonel F. Phisterer, Asst. Adjt. General. It was 
a most perfect and valuable document, and Colonel 
Phisterer deserves great credit for his care and at- 
tention to this matter. 

Captain Daniel M. Taylor, who was directed by 
the Secretary of War to observe the movements of 
the militia assembled at New York on the occasion 
of the Centennial Celebration, with particular re- 
ference to the ability of the various commands to 
concentrate at a strategic point in a short time 
was much pleased with the result of his visit, 
and says that fully 40.000 militiamen poured into 
the city without disturbance, on time, and, on an 
average, within 10 hours from the time they 
started from their bomes. As the troop trains were 
delayed by regular passenger trains, and were in 
some cases side tracked to permit other traffic to go 
on, Capt. Taylor regards the time made as bighly 
favorable, and as demonstrating that, in cases of 
need, 70,000 militiamen could be assembled in New 
York within 15 hours. The 4th New York Brigade, 
coming from outside the city, landed 2,134 men of 
their total strength of 2,250at Weehawken, lunched, 
were ferried over the river, marched to Madison 
Square Garden and stacked arms, all in 1 bour, 50 
minutes, and this in view of the fact that the ferry 
houses, stations and streets were jammed with po 
ple. Capt. Taylor also remarked upon the enthus- 
iastic reception accorded by the people to the mil- 
itia clad in plain blue, and with nothing but the 
regular Army accoutrements.

RIFLE PRACTICE AT CREEDMOOR. 


G. ©. 19, May 9, 1889, General Headquarters State 
ot New York, A.G. ©., announces chat rifle practice 
will be required of every officer and enlisted mau, 
excepting those organizations not armed with rifles 
and musicians of the Ist and 2d Brigades at Creed- 
moor, from May 15 to Aug. 31, and gives the classifi- 
cation, order of duty. and general instructions pre- 
pores by the General Inspector of Rifle Practice. 

he State prize will be competed for at Creedmoor 
as usual. The Brigade prize will be competed for 
under such conditions as shal! be ordered by the 
commanding officers of brigades. A prmze of a value 
not to exceed fifty dollars will be awarded the com- 
pany in each brigade having the highest general 
heure of merit. Attention is called to R. 372, the 
last clause of which applies to the successful teams 
of 1886, 1887, and 1888. Particular attention is called 
to the fact that the 300 yard rauge has been elimin- 
ated from class practice, and that five shots koeel- 
ing or sitting at 200 yards were substituted for it; 
also that the volley firing will be performed in sin- 
gle rank. Members of the National Guard in upi- 
form (coat or blouse, cap and belt), may practice 
under such supervision and with such competent 
instructors as the General Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice may direct at Creedmoor on June 12 and 26, 
July 10 and 20, Aug. 14, Sept. 11, Oct. 9 and 19, and 
possibly two additional days to be announced later. 
‘The scores made on these days at 200 and 500 yards 
of 25 and over may qualify for the marksmen’s 
decoration, and the same applies to scores made in 
any Ciass at a regular rifie association match.

THE BRITISH OFFICER. 


AN Italian paper, the Adriatico, of Venice. has an 
article on the British officer, from the pen of a well 
known general officer, Senator Clemente Corte, in 
which he says : “‘Whoever has for any length of time 
frequented the society of English officers so as 
thoroughly to know them must have observed that 
while they possess, 1n their full development, the uo⸗ 
blest qualities of the soldier, they exhibit in a much 
less degree than do those of other nations those 
characteristics—certainly not always agreeable— 
which seem peculiarly to result from the habitudes 
of a military life. Daring to temerity in the face of 
danger, the English officer is generally modest and 
reserved in ordinary intercourse; he, no matter 
bow intimate he may be with 74. will never trou- 
ble you by talking of himself, bis campaigns, his 
wounds, his honors. We recollect to have, together 
with poor Charles de Christoforis, once lived for 
some months with an English officer, who has re- 
cently died in command ofa divisionin India. Dur- 
iug that period we could not but remark his retir- 
ing disposition and modest behavior, his almost tire- 
some correctness of expression, and the jealous care 
with which he attended to his religious duties. It 
was not till afterwards and when we had ceased 
to live together, that we learned from the news- 
papers how he had, the year before, served as aide- 
de-camp to General Havelock during the memor: 
able days of Lucknow, where he was five times 
wounded, and where he distinguished himself above 
all others for his dauntiess valor. 

“The English offiver is averse to duelling; it is 
rarely that be quarrels with anyone, but, should he 
do so, and he isin the wrong, he does not think it 
derogatory toask pardon. 

Of that arrogant, almost defiant, bearing which 
the officers of certain Contineutal Armies too fre- 
quently assume towards their civilian fellow-citi- 
zens, there is no trace in the English officer. He 
may, perhaps, appear haughty on acccunt of na- 
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tural pride of race or family, but he is never so on 
accouut of his military rank, which, however ele- 
vated it may be, pever causes him to forget that, be- 
fore and above all, be is an Eoglish gentleman. 
With his dependents, even when of subjugated 
races, be is generally just, cold, dignified; not famil- 
iar or expansive in his manner, but positively ad- 
verse to any word or act which migbt seem insuiting, 
orinany way offensive to the decorum of others and 
especially to his own self-respect. To terrorize by 
arbitrary acts, or to gain popularity by the means 
of weak concessions, he deems equally contemptible 
and unworthy of bim.” 








THE WESTERN SOLDIER AS A CRITIC, 


CaPpTaIn Henry Kina, of the St. Louis Globe- 
at, contributes to the Century for May a 
paper on **The Western Soldier,”’ from which we 
make this extract: ** They assumed a right of criti- 
cism towards their regimental and company officers 
that was almost as free as that exercised by the 
average voter with regard to political officials. In 
some instances they did injustice, no doubt; but, 
generally speaking, their estimates were sagacious 
and proper. They had no patience with J area y my 
of any description, and they were quick to detect it.

The first had 
performed a kindpvess witheut prompting, while the 
second wax a mereimitator. !t was by such dis- 
tinctions that officers were notified of the sharp 
watch that was being kept upou them, and admon- 
ished that they were mortal us well as those who 
wore no shoulder straps. Now and then the in- 
struction took a more amusing turn. as when a cap- 
tain, noted for his conceit, undertook to lecture bis 
company upon the necessity of increased respect 
for officers, and was checked by a droll fellow who 
said, with a grin and an extravagaut salute, ‘ Cap., I 
used to know you when you wade barness.’ "’

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


COMMANDER Reape, R. N., calls attention to the 
fact that former naval engagements were not de- 
cided by injury to tae bulls of the ships, but by in- 
jury to their crews. He therefore advocates cover- 
ime the sides of the new battleships with six inches 
of armor. 


THE reports received from the officers of the Medi- 
terranean Fleet and the dockyard officials who have 
inspected H. M. 8. Sultan are not favorable to the 
prospect of saving the vessel. The damage to the 
bull ig considerable, and the deterioration of the 
fittings and machinery will be so great that it is 
very doubtful from a pecuniary point of view 
whether she is worth raising. 


SENoR RAFAEL CoRRoME, a well-known journal- 
ist, when the Duke of Edinburgh was at Barcelona 
with the squadron, wrote a letter to a paper of 
Valencia containing scandalous statements concern- 
ing the private lifeof the Duke, and the Public 
Prosecutor ordered that proceedings stould be 
taken against the writer, who has been accordingly 
sentenced to an imprisonment of four months. 


THe United Services Gazette says: **The French 
stipulate that their subsidized merchant vessels shall 
always carry their guns in their hold. This has been 
denied, but we have very good reason to know that 
it isafact. How much would it cost our Govern- 
ment to pay the small freightage requisite to secure 
a similar advantage? Again, in the matter of crews 
we should imagine that fura small extra payment 
the companies would undertake to man their shi 
entirely with Naval Reserve men instead of partiy 
with Lascars. Under existing circumstances, there 
would be grave danger ofaship falling a prize to the 
enemy before she could make 8 port where she 
could mount suitable guns and obtain an efficient 
crew.” 


Tue recent naval disaster at Samoabas been a 
considerable blow to the ambition of the young 
Emperor to make Germany a leading naval power, 
as he has lately thrown all the enthusiasm and 
energy of his nature into bis nautical craze. In 
Berlin, however, and in Germany generally, there 
seems to be a strong and growing doubt of the wis 
dom of cytes to make Germapy a first-class naval 
power. The fesling is —— that she cannot 
hope to be that and a leading military power at the 
same time, and that for naval purposes the wiser 
policy would be an alliance with Great Britain, if it 
is possible. Moreover, the Colonial craze is begin- 
ning to fizzle out, for even the officials are beginu- 
ning to find out that German emigrants will not re- 
main in German colonies longer than to take them 
to Australia or America. Military service and 
bureaucratic Government are not favorable to 
Colonial expansiwn. The rougb and ready methods, 
which seem to find favor with the pioneers of Ger- 
man civilizution in remote and savage lands, too 


to themselves but to their neighbors. The Germans 
make excellent colonists, but not under the German 


A Parts despatch says that at the Gatevbina 
palace Friday night, May 10, an officer of high rank 
in the Russian Army drew bis revolver and fired at 
the Czar.

Tue Emperor of Germany is to leave tor Eogland 
in the second week of July in the Imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern. He will be met in the North Sea by 
a Britisb Squadron, which will escort him to Spit- 
head. The grand Naval Review at Spithead will 
take place, itis expected, on July 16,and admiral 
Sir Edmund Comwmerell will be in command. 


Tue National Defence Association of Great 
Britain has recommended the estadlishment of a 
central arsenal at Cannock Chase, near Lichfield, 
Woolwich Arsenal being too much exposed. The 
areenal would be in the middle of an intrenched 
camp inclosing about sixty square miles of ground, 
and its cost would be recouped in a few — by 
poe cuonomy effected in the transport of 0 and 
uel. 


THE Berlin correspondent of the London Daily 
News says that the Samoan conference bar agreed 
that a neutral zone shall be created at Apia, and 
that equal rights shall be granted to all the powers 
with regard tocustom. A Berlin despatch reports 
that in their report the Committee on the Govern- 
ment of Samoa agreed upon a constitutional coun- 
cil, composed of native chiefs elected by the na- 
tives, the council to be dominated by a Ministry, ia 
— each treaty power shall have one represen- 
tative. 


Tue latest statistics of Krupp's establishments 
are supplied in a book just published at Essen. In 
1883 it had nine workmen; in 1848, 74. In July, 1888, 
it employed 20,960 men, of whom 13,826 were at 
Essen, and, including the families of the workmen, 
it supported a population of 73 769 souls, of whom 
24,193 lived in the houses it provides. There are at 
Essen 1,195 furnaces of various constructions, 286 
boilers, 92 steam hammers of from 100 to 50,000 
kilogs., 370 steam engines with a total of 27,000 horse 
power, 1.724 different machines, and 361 cranes. Of 
coal and coke 2,735 tons are used daily, and 11 high 
furnaces of the latest constructions produce nearly 
600 tons of iron per day. 


A PAPER on the progrees of the Suez Canal and its 
state in the year 1888, was recently read before the 
Paris Academy of Sciences, by M. de Lesseps. Of 
the works undertaken to widen the canal {rom 22 to 
65, 75, and in some places even 80 metres, some have 
already been completed, and fora distance of about 
145 kilometres from Port Said vessels have now 
ample space for passing each other. The depth will 
be increased 8.50. and ultimately to 9 metres, and 
navigation by bight 1s facilitated by luminous 
buoys and tow-paths, the lieht being obtained by 
means of compressed gas. All the sides have beeu 
widened to 100 metres between Suez and Port said, 
thus allowing six large vessels to be shunted at the 
same timeinallof them. Ships using the electric 
hghts are now able to traverse the caval in about 20
